Therefore, the 
subject matter of the following claims must be shown or the feature(s) canceled 
from the claim(s). 

Claim 109, two sensors to a test substrate at both ends of a fastener; 
Claims 171,174, sense elements being located at different radial distances 
from the fastener center; 

the subject matter of claims 172,112,161,115-119, 174,145,160,188, 
Claim 163, two conductors of a drive; 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply 
to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. Claims are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 109, how a test substrate responds to a magnetic field; what the 
test substrate is; how a test substrate structurally cooperates with the fastner; 
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In claim 1 87, it is unclear as to what kind of action is taken; 

In claims 1 15,1 70-175,164,151 ,191 , there is no antecedent basis for 
"sensing element" or "sense element"; 

In claim 188, it is unclear as to what a test coupon is; 

In claim 157, there is no antecedent basis for "structure"; 

In claims 151,156,167-169, there is no antecedent basis for "test 
substrate"; 

In claim 152, there is no antecedent basis for "test material"; 
In claim 155, there is no antecedent basis for "drive winding".
